from a fig tree by unusual attention. The noted scientist. J. Arthur 
Thomson, tells many interesting things in his many books. 
Here are two: 
“Tile Red Chinese primrose, so familiar in greenhouses, has red flow­ 
ers when it is reared at 15 to 20 degrees C.; but the same plant, reared 
at from 30 to 35 degrees C., with moisture and shade, has pure white 
flowers. Tadpoles fed on minced thyroid show the usual differentiation, 
but remain dwarfs. But tadpoles fed on mixed thymus and spleen grow 
big without becoming complex-children who do not grow up.” 
A bright boy, associating with other bright boys, grows brighter. 
There is an uplifting stimulating influence. But put that bright boy with 
one who is dull and his growth of mind is stagnated. 
He who thinks happy thoughts and lives in a constant state of youth 
seems always younger than his years. The gods favor those who look 
beauty in the face and smile.

Floods Market 


Within the last month $2,500 in 
counterfeit 
HO bills, bearing the 
name of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, has been taken up by 
United States secret service agents 
in the Philadelphia district. That 
district covers the eastern half of 
Pennsylvania, 
including 
Adams 
county, half of New Jersey and al! 
of Delaware. 
Already twenty-five passers of this 
particular counterfeit have been a r­ 
rested in the Philadelphia, Boston 
and New York districts. 
This $10 
bill is only one of a number ol 
counterfeits now being circulated 
These new issues of bogus money 
are mostly in $10. $20 and $50 bills, 
with many counterfeit $100 bills 
abroad rn New York. 
“The man who is gullible enough 
to buy what he knows to be coun­ 
terfeit money and try to circulate 
it is very much of a fool." said Wil- 
lim H. Houghton, agent in charge 
of the Philadelphia district of the 
United States secret service.
